STATEMEN' 


In S. 355, Kighty -second ( ‘ongress, first Session, an act to adjust the 
salaries of postmasters, supervisors, and employees in the field service 
of the Post Office Department, there was a typographical error in see- 
tion 8 (a), which typographical error was reflected in the conference 
report on said measure and in Public Law 204, section 8 

This bill is designed to correct this typographical error and changes 
the heading in the fourth column of the table of salaries contained in 
this section to read ‘‘Assistant superintendents” instead of the heading 
“Assistant superintendent”? which was in erro!
